“The Hawkins Act applies 
to owners, lessors, etc. and) 
prohibits discrimination in the 
Sale, renting, leasing, of 
“publicly assisted housing”’ 
and housing having certain 
kinds of tax exemptions (other 
than veteran's tax exemptions!

ings and Penalties are 
vided for by each law.
